It is a story picked up 
near the Florida-Georgia border. 
It begins at Pelham, Ga., named 
for Gen.\Jeb Stuart’s allant ar- 
tilleryman who never lost a gun. 
It extends down into North Flor- 
ida and. back again into deep 
South Georgia. 


_ All these long, lean years, the 
South has been “bleeged to climb 
a tree.” 


But, wé had excuses. The trou- 
. ble was these excuses were valid. 
The Civil War had wrecked an 
economic system. It had bank- 
ruptéd a currency. It had de- 


‘stroyed and confiscated property. | 
It had fastened upon the South ° 


the one-crop system. And, since 
there was no Marshall Plan for 
the defeated and occupied re- 
gion, and since it was left with 
the responsibility of the freed 
’ but economically impoverished 
slaves, the South became largely 
a drawer of water and a hewer 
of wood in the national economy. 
In other words, it supplied cotton, 
timber and _other raw materials 
for the nation’s skilled labor and 
the added values of wages and 
sales which were earned in other 
regions. 


And, Now 


This was bad.enough. But, to 
worsen matters, we cdmpounded 
our troubles by feeling sorry for 
ourselves and by making excuses. 
They were sound and true. 

But, they were of the past. 
They no longer had any force tin 
the present except in a complete- 
ly negative manner. All the 
while, the South postponed 
climbing that economic tree be- 
cause it had no economic claws 
for climbing: Nonetheless, it was 
just “bleeged” to climb it. In this 
period our orators and writers 
made names for themselves by 
talking about the New South. 


The plain truth is that just 
now, in 1951, that New South is 
coming down the big road of the 
future. It is walking high, wide 
ahd handsome. It is taking long 
steps. It can just be seen, a 
small figure coming. over the 
horizon so long a part of our 
dreams, . 


In: 1938 when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt appointed the commis- 
sion which determined, with com- 
plete factuality, the South was 
the nation’s No. 1 economic prob- 
lem, we learned the facts of our 
economic life. It was a shock. 
But, at the same time, it revealed 


* - to us what could be done if we 


climbed the economic tree. 


Example | 


In Pelham, Ga., close to the.’ 


Florida line, is a business known 
as the Hand Trading Co. In a 
‘town of less than 5,000 popula-- 
tion, it does a business above 
$2,000,000 annually. It began as 
a commissary in a sawmilling 
region. Later it was in the heart 
of the inland Sea {slane cotton 
empire. (The boll weevil de- 
stroved that empire utterly and, 
in effect, sowed salt in the land 
insofar as cotton was concerned.) 
Today, doing more business than 
ever before, it trades with farm- 
ers whose money comes from to- 
matoes, sold in a great auction 
market lasting six weeks; from 
beans, squash, peppers, canta- 
loupes, watermelons and other 
fruits and vegetables. 


When that is done the tobacco 
T saw lush in many fields will 
be coming from the curing houses 
to market. And, when that in- 
come has n gathered, there 
will be moré from peanuts and 
‘cotton. 

In addition to all this variety, 
timber has come back into the 
picture. Years, ago the forests 
were ruthlessly _¢ cut. Today fif- 
teen-inch pines are being cuf 
which were planted at the be- 
_ Zinning of the late Dr.. Charles 
Herty’s discovery that pines 


could become a money crop, In- | 


deed, pines have become one of 
the great agricultural enthu-. 
siasms.

- Matthews. said that - highway 
districts lying close-to defense in- 
stallations have been hardest hit. 

The need for engineers has been 
further increased by the proposed 
highway expansion program after 
July 1. The redent session of the 
General: Assembly doubled the 
Highway Department's appropria- 
tion for maintenance 

Matthews sai skilled workers 
are needed particularly in the res- 
ident engineer, project. engineer, 
senior engineering. aide, and 
trained road designer categories. 

He pointed out that recent merit 
system salary .scale adjustments 
have. placed Georgia well above 
the scale of several surrounding 
states.

In its request to the Georgia Publie 
Service Commission for permission to in- 
crease rates, Southern Bell Telephone 
Company makes the point that continued 
good telephone service, and expansion in 
keeping with the growing needs of a fast- 
developing state, depend u adequate 
revenues. It contends present revenues 
are insufficient. 

The company points out that telephone 
wages have gone up and are going higher, 
that the cost of equipment has gone up and 
taxes have more than quadrupled since 
1947. 

‘Southern Bell submits to the Public 
Service Commission evidence to show that 
its taxes have risen from $1,630,683 in 1947 
to $6,752,451 in 1951, an_increase of. over 
400 per cent. 
equipment, materials and supplies have so 
climbed in cost that whereas two yéars ago 
their average investment per telephone in 
Georgia was $254, the investment per 
phone is now $359. 

They contend that rate increases since

Old Nero Merely Fiddled 


LONDON—If you want to find out what is wrong with and 
between the American and British governments, a good way is to 
study the handling of the Middle Eastern crisis. It may be useful 
to make this clinical experiment during the present lull, while 


the last-minute attempt is being made to bring in a new adminis- | 


tration in Teheran. 


As to the American role, the simplest way to describe the 
behavior of the State Department’s brightest minds, is to say 
that they took being right once as a license for being eontinuously 
wrong thereafter.

The momentary flash of insight occurred a good many months 
ago, when Assistant Secretary of State George McGhee pleaded 
with the British to offer the Iranians a better oil contract. If 
McGhee’s advice had then been taken the new oil contract might 
have’ been got through the Iranian Parliament, and the present 
trouble might have been avoided.. Unfortunately, the singularly 
complacent chairman of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., Sir William 
Fraser, was then arguing that the Iranians would “come to heel” 
as soon as they ran out of cash. And in those happy, distant days 
the Foreign Office was backing Fraser. 


Then came the opening of’the erisis, when General Razmara 
Was assassinated and ‘the original oil nationalization resolution 
passed the Majlis. From this moment onward, all talk of better 


‘oil contracts, in the early McGhee manner, was quite obviously 


futile. » 
Bad te W orse In the first crisis period, when Hussein Ala 
: was prime minister, the Iranian govern- 
ment was rational but impotent, being unable to get any sort of 
measure through the feverish Parliament. In the second period, 
immediately after Dr. Mossadegh seized power, the government 
had some authority but was irrational. At present, it appears 
to be both impotent and irrational. 


Rationality and authority are plainly essential qualities of any 
government with which great problems are to be negotiated. Since 
the Razmara murder, Iran(has never had a government possessing 
both these qualities at the\same time. Yet “keep calm and nego- 
tiate” remained the theme of the State Department for nearly eight 
weeks after the Middle Eastern crisis began. It was as though a 
doctor, having correctly diagnosed a cold and recommended plenty 
of orange juice, then blandly continued to urge the orange juice 
cure after the patient had come down with pneumonia, 


To make matters worse, the State Department permitted a 
note of “I told you,so” to creep into the discussions with the 
harassed Foreign Office representative. It allowed the Iranians to 
believe that the American and British governments were divided 
on the oil issue, doing great damage which is now apparent at 
Teheran. And it even authorized Ambassador Henry Grady to 
plead with the Persians to accept an American loan after the 
crisis had begun. It is hard to imagine a more perfectly fatuous 
course of action. 


As for the British. ie makers, their initial 
British Error error of bowing to the judgment of Sir Wil- 
liam Fraser has already been set forth. (It is odd, incidentally, 
how much businessmen surviving from the British past have in- 
fluenced the policy of the Labor Government; 
nomenon appears in the Far East.)

The Razmara murder and its sequel taught the Foreign Office 
that Fraser had been wrong, yet it was distasteful to admit that 
McGhee had beén right. It was still more distasteful to face the 
harsh realities of the new situation which from the first offered 
only three choices: (a) knuckling under to the Iranians; (b) trying 
to bring in a new government at Teheran; and (c) getting ready 
to send troops to Iran, And it was most distasteful of all toxask 
the State Department for the help and support that were neces- 
sary to execute alternatives b or e. 


So far as one can judge, the Foreign Office instinctively grasped 
that the choice was between these three alternatives listed above. 
But the State Department had an old-maidish fit of the vapors 
at the merest hint of such coarse action as these alternatives im- 
plied. Since the mere notion of this sort of action also gave the 
British the creeps, they were decidedly irresolute. And as usually 
happens, the irresolutely right were dissuaded from taking the 


plunge by the resolutely wrong. 


| . This critical period, when the whole business 
Bad Feeling might have been handled smoothly and with- 
out needless risk, was also marked by extreme Anglo-American 
ill feeling. The Americans darkly thought that the unenlightened 
British were still hankering to grind the faces of the Iranian 
poor; and they also suspected the British of seeking a pretext to 
send troops to Iran, which was certainly the last thing desired in 
London. The British, for their part, firmly believed that the sly 
Americans were maneuvering to get the British out of Iran and 
then exploit the oil themselves. 


During all this period, therefore, no facts were faced, no frank- 
ness was used, between the Anglo-American partners. The real 
issues were never really seriously discussed until a fortnight ago, 


when the danger of an immediate explosion in Teheran could na - 


longer be ignored. Then the matter began te be handled by Sec- 
retary of State Dean G. Acheson in person. Then the British, 
who had taken the lack. of American support as a pretext for not 
thinking about the horrid problem of sending troops, at last or- 
dered the parachute brigade to the Middle East. And then the 
British and Americans at last agreed that a new beidisopoorsiacts in 
Teheran might be a good thing after all. 


; We shall see soon enough whether the situation has not mean- 
while got too far out of hand to be brought under control again. 
For the present, one can only say that the foregoing record, makes 
Nero look pretty good. At least he really fiddled while Rome 
burned. Fiddling is a lot better than fiddle-faddling.

That is done under terms of a law enacted by Congress that 
-_— Nothing said here or elsewhere about the willy-nilly handing 
smeaiing certificates of. convenience, which permit amortization of such expanded plant 


capacity in five years, comes near the biting and bristling condemnation contained in a report by 
a special House expenditures subcommittee, headed by Representative Hardy (Dem., Va.), after its 


exhaustive investigation. It says bluntly: 

“The certificate of necessity program is the 
biggest ‘bonanza’ that ever came down the gov- 
ernment pike. In five months certificates have 
been issued for $5,000,000,000 worth of plants. 
Applications are pending for many billions more 
and the end is not in sight. Many businessmen 
have been quick to seize this opportunity to ex- 
pand their existing facilities, expecting to charge 
off the cost or a substantial portion of it to war 
profits.” 


. In many respects, the report says, ad- 

ministration of this program, as Well as the 

direct-loans-to-industry program, “has been 

unsound and detrimental to the public in- 

terest,” with “instances of outright disre- 

gard for the safeguards which were designed © 
te protect these most vulnerable functions 

from abuse.” 


It cites these results: 

1. Loss of “countless millions” in taxes that 
must be made up elsewhere, that elsewhere be- 
img designated recently by Senator Maybank 
(Dem., S. C.) as “John Q. Public.” This the 
Hardy subcommittee laid to inexact calculations 
for tax allowances “made without rhyme or 
reason in many cases.” we : 

2. “Further concentration of the basic indus- 
tries of this country in existing big-business en- 
terprises,” because of special privileges to them, 
and 

3. Discrimination against smali-business en- 
terprises. 

4. Granting of certificates for additional 
plants that were planned long before the out- 
break of the Korean War, and with no connec- 
tion with the current defense program, which 
“will result in increased retainable profits for 
companies which would have expanded without 
the attraction of a necessity certificate.” Con- 
gress is blamed here for permitting this in the 
law it enacted. 

5. Direct loans to many industries for ex- 
panded plants already included in special*amor- 
tization certificates, so that the new plants or 
facilities are built with money borrowed from 
the government secured only by the new plant it- 
self. .This is a double. dose. of special perenne 
as well as risky. for the government. 


The extent of laxity found by the Hardy 


’ subcommittee, both -by Congress in drafting the 


law and in NPA administration of it, is revealed 
by eight recommendations for legislation to cor- 
rect defects in the law itself, and 17 recom- . 
mendations to improve its administration. 


The sad part of this story is that we went 
through all this once before in the Second World 
War. Afterward the Brewster Senate commit- 
tee made an investigation and recommended pre- 
cautions to be taken in case of another emer- 
gency and another expanded plant program. 
Neither Congress nor the NPA paid any atten- 
tion to the Brewster committee report. So noth- 
ing was learned from that previous experience. 


Very caustically the Hardy subcommittee be- _ 
rated the “shovel in the barrel” approach, first 
come, first served, in the early days of the eur- 
rent program when a few men sat in a “round- 
table discussion” and dished out certificates, 


They approved 48 in nine days covering 
half a billion dollars’ worth of construction 
by big steel companies—and based upon the 
calculations of one man, Frank Creedon, who 
had no previous experience in this field and _. 
né special familiarity with the steel industry. . 


‘Because of the haste, the report points out, 
“only the large companies with high-powered 
staffs gf lawyers, technicians and accountants 
(aside from a few promoters and others whe 
knew their way around Washington)” were im 
a position to present concrete expansion plans. 
It adds that “by the time the small, independent 
businessman realized the law and the procedure, 
his opportunity to participate had passed.” A 
stop order was issued. The report said “there 
seems to exist in NPA, in particular, a small 
glique of individuals; with no special knowledge 
of any industry, whose views and opinions have 
influenced the final action on both certificates 
of necessity and loans.” 


All of this and more—for the report is full 
of detail and special cases—explains why there 
is a howl about special favors te privileged 
groups in the defense program for which the 
rest of us pay.

This section is shaded, the water is fresh, 
and in some cases, such as Juniper Spring, it is 
sweet and good to drink right out of the spring, 
or the run, which flows from the spring.

He 
was not, however, unknown to Eleanor Roosevelt, 
who soon latched onto a well-paying job in which 
to continue her devious and dangerous scheming, 
nor to Dean Acheson, who likewise couldn't con- 
demn this monumental traitor even-after ‘he was 
convicted in court. 


General MacArthur seems to me to have erred 
in one fundamental matter. That was his indorse- 
ment of Truman’s decision to make this war.

Janiro. He tried to place his weight on his left 
leg and it collapsed. Beau Jack had broken his 
kneecap. And still Ke strove mightily to fight on! 


Yes, he was an admirable little fellow. His 
awakening came too late. Not until he was mar- 
ried and his wife jgot a look at his finances, how- 
ever, did he s to work for himself. She 
severed him from all his advisers except Chick 
Wergeles, who had. been his manager in narhe 
but never in fact. But this came too late. Al- 
ready he was a washed-up fighter, his future 
‘behind him. 

How could such a thing come to pass? The 
sport of boxing has to take the blame no matter 
how many disclaimers its apologists offer.

Atlanta’ s. metropolitan sewer 


system now has 980 miles of sewer 
lines, five disposal plants and an 
adequate capacity to serve 800,000 
people, the estimated population 
of the area in 1965, Clarke Don- 


aldson, Chief “of Construction, 
City of Atlanta, said Thursday. 
Speaking at a meeting of the 
Metropolitag Planning Commis- 
sion, Donaldson traced the de- 
velopment of the sewer system 
from 1838 when Atlanta had. only 


A statement by Donaldson that 


|Atlanta area streams were not|T 


polluted now by sewage was dis- 
puted, however, by Herbert John- 
son during a question-and-answer 
session. 


PEACHTREE CREEK 


Johnson contended that Peach- 
tree Creek was polluted by sew- 
age “in both wet and dry 
weather.” 


“When we have a heavy rain,” 
he said, “90 percent of the sewage 
the interceptor is supposed to stop 
flows through the big ditch in 


“You are the first person I ever 
heard say that,” Donaldson re- 
torted. 


Johnson then quoted R. SS. 
Ingols, research professor of Geor- 
gia Tech, who he said had made 
scientific tests of the water in 
Peachtree Creek and found it pol- 
luted—particularly in wet weather. 


In reviewing the growth of At- 
lanta’s sewer system, ._ Donaldson 
pointed out that the general design 
of the system today Was the same 
as that drawn up by Dr. Rudolph 
Hering in 1890. He said the pres- 
ent metropolitan sewer system 
was completed in 1930. Although 
the system serves Fulton Oounty, 
he pointed out the county main- 
tains and builds sewer lines out- 
side the city under the supervision 
of city engineers and inspectors. 

“Atlanta is growing fast,” he 
concluded, “but we are planning 
and building our sewer system for 
the future.”
